Chief Master Sergeant David S. Southall II is the Command Chief 
350th Spectrum Warfare Wing, Eglin AFB, Florida. He is the 
Wing’s principal advisor matters affecting the health, morale, 
welfare, readiness, professional development, and effective 
utilization of 1200 current and 2134 planned military and civilian 
personnel across eight units at three locations throughout the 
United States.  The 350th Spectrum Warfare Wing is responsible 
for delivering electromagnetic spectrum capabilities to 69 United 
States and Foreign Partner electromagnetic warfare systems.  
Additionally, the wing is responsible for electromagnetic warfare 
reprogramming, modeling and simulation, and assessments. 
 
Chief Southall is from Larimore, North Dakota and enlisted in the 
Air Force in June of 1996. Upon completion of basic training, he 
graduated from the supply management apprentice course and 
performed duties as a material handler, inventory quality control 
technician, and supply systems analyst. In 2000, he cross-trained 
into the communication-computer operations career field and held 
numerous positions such as helpdesk technician, messaging 
technician, network administrator, and systems engineer. In 2008, 
Chief Southall volunteered to serve as a First Sergeant and was 
able to serve in that capacity for six years. He has had 
assignments in Florida, Ohio, South Korea, Nebraska, Illinois, 
Utah, Missouri, and New Mexico and has deployed in support of 
Operations IRAQI FREEDOM, ENDURING FREEDOM, and 
INHERENT RESOLVE.  
 
Prior to assuming his current position, he served as the Superintendent, 423d Air Base Group, RAF Alconbury, United Kingdom.
